FAMINE IN INDIA. 


Cninadian and Russian Help

THE VICTIM A CRAZY ANARCHIST. 


Buffalo despatch: Ernst Bade, of 
No. 306 Northampton street, tried 
to kill himself in a way tiat recalls 
the deed of Ling, the Chicago Anar-

“In general the cisease is spread in 


the sime manner as cholera, except 
that the cholera germ must enter 
the intestinal tract, while the germ 


of the plague may attack any part 
of the mucous membrane or be at 
tended by even the minntest abrasion 
of the skin. While this germ is so vir- 
ile and so easily taken into the sys- 
tem it is one of the most easily killed 
by disinfection. In the experiments 
now being carried on in the labora- 
tory of the hospital service it has 
been found that but one pathegenic 
organism is as easily destroyed by 
formahieiyd gas as the plague bacil- 
lus, namely, the stapliylococus pyro 
genes aureus. One per cent. of quick- 
lime will also destroy it. 

“There are known to be two forms 
of the disease. One ia the fulminating 
form, Called ‘petus major,’ in whieh 
form the disease acts very quickly 
and is very fatal; the other, ‘ pestus 
minor,’ in which the symptoms are 
miki, the patient not being confined 
to the bed, whence this class are 
Called ambulant cas@. The perio! for 
incubation for the acute cages ap- 


pears to be pretty well fixed at under 


ten days, while in the ambulating 
css the apparent perio! of incuba- 
tion may be very much longer. In 
other wor’s, ambulating casea may be 
affiicte] for a period of ten to thirty 
days before the symptoms have de- 
velopal which call attention to the 
The acute form of the infee- 
tion may causs mili attacks, while 
on the other hand the ambulant 
cases may cuuse the acute attacks.

“ROTATORY GALABASH ” OF fHIBET 


Hand Power and Water Power Utilized 


by the Devotees of Thibet Not a 
Freak of Ritualism A Traveller's 


Story. 


Mr. William Simpson, whose name is 


deecrated by numerous alphabetical 


suffixes, has done much to merit these 


honorary initials. A noted? traveller, 
an artist, as wel! as a writer, he has 
done much with pen and pencil 
make real many a stirring scene of 
the battlefield and many a curious 
alien ceremony outside the pomp and 
circumstance of war. He now turns 
both these instruments to admirable 


account in “The Buddhist lraying 
Wheel” (Macmillan & Co.), in ge 
a 


pretation of a remarkable group ¢ 
allied customs which, still vigorous I 
the East, have their faint represent- 
ations in the West. The famous pray- 
ing wheels of the Lamaist Buddhists 
have been familiar to us ever since the 
Abbe Hue first deseribed them im lis 
“Voyage to Thibet.” These, it will be 
remembered, are instruments for  of- 
fering prayers by mechanical means. 
They are of various shapes and sizes, 
from smal! cylinders turned by the 
hand to huge ones driven by water or 
wind. Loug strips of paper wiih a 
written or printed formula repeated 
hundreds or even thousands of times 
are wrapped round those cylinders, 
and as the eylinders revolve the 
paper rolls uneoil, and so the prayer 
is said. 


Most European writers hive looked 
upon the prayer Wheel as a strange 
freak of superstition, a quite excep- 
tional form of ritualism. Carlyle coxn- 
temptuously alludes to it as the “Rot- 
atory Calibash.” Travellers have get- 
erally spoken of the grinding of pray- 
ers in ao mill as an execllent subject 
for jokes. No one appears to have ay- 
plied homself to study or comprehend 

i this particular form of worship. 

Now comes Mr. Simpson to show 
that the prayer wheel is but one ofi- 
shoot Irom the common centre of an 
infinits variety of myths and cere- 
monies, Whose ramifications reach 
even cnto the Christian ritual. His 
couciusion is that the circu’ar move- 
ment is symbolical of the solar mo- 
tion, or, it may be, of the great re- 
vowing cirele or the heavens, in 
wiieh the sun is a subordinate tra- 
vedler.
